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Council needs cost information to vote

AGAWAM — An ordinance to 
create an emergency shuttle service 
in town hit a temporary roadblock 
earlier this month when city coun- 
cilors opted to table the discussion 
pending more information. 

The ordinance, which the coun- 
cil has been deliberating since May, 
would establish a 10-year “memo-

randum of understanding for emer- 
gency transportation” between 
Agawam and the Pioneer Valley 
Transit Authority (PVTA). In the 
event of an emergency, it would al- 
low Agawam to request PVTA to 
provide vehicles and vehicle oper- 
ators to assist in the evacuation of 
schools, day care centers, nursing 
homes, hospitals and other desig- 
nated facilities. 

But while Councilor George 
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Bitzas voiced support for the mea- 
sure at the Aug. 5 meeting, several 
other councilors — including Gina 
Letellier and Robert Rossi — ques- 
tioned what it could potentially 
cost the town. 

“Nothing is for free,” Rossi said, 
referring to the stipulation that, “It 
is understood that PVTA will be 
reimbursed for costs incurred in 
response to an actual emergency or 
EXEICISe.”

According to the memorandum 
of understanding, the PVTA will 
provide Agawam with an estimate 
of the costs in advance for budget 
purposes and that costs would be 
billed at rates that are “mutually 
agreed upon by the PVTA and 
Agawam.”

By Sarah Platanitis 
Turley Publications 
Correspondent 


he Agawam Dog Own-

“It’s important for dogs to 
socialize and get exercise but 
also important for dog lov- 
ers to have a common place. 
A park is the best of both 
worlds,” said Debbie Sanchez, 
ADOG president and Feeding 
Hills resident. 

ADOG, which formed in 
2011, 1s currently in the plan- 
ning and development stages 
of a proposed site at Shea 
Field near the Armory off of 


Maynard Street. 

“Tt 1s five acres that will 
be developed in phases. Our 
dream is to have fenced areas 
for both large and small dogs, 
a training area for agility or 
police departments to use, a 
covered shelter pavilion area 
and benches,” said Sanchez. 

Fundraising will help the 
park to become a reality. The 
group so far has raised $8,500.

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AHS could get 
major makeover

AGAWAM — Newly-con- 
structed high schools are going 
up in many surrounding com- 
munities, but it appears unlike- 
ly that Agawam will replace its 
high school anytime soon. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen and 


School Superintendent William 
Sapelli said recently they ex- 
pect the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA), a 
quasi-independent government 
authority, to reject Agawam’s 
recent application to become 
eligible for construction funds. 

MSBA provides grants to 
municipalities, paying from 31 
percent to 80 percent of school 
construction and _ renovation 
projects. Agawam has submit- 
ted three MSBA applications — 
known as statements of interest 


— during the past several years. 
The latest was in April. 

Sapelli said that despite some 
of the deficiencies described 
in the application — from lim- 
ited classroom space to athletic 
locker rooms and bathrooms 
that need renovation — one of 
the key factors MSBA looks at 
is enrollment. 

“They look to see if enroll- 
ment is increasing to determine 
if a building is outgrowing its

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APL to host ‘Saving Sight’ author 


Talk to be held Sept. 16

An eye-opening AuthorTalk with 
ophthalmologist Dr. Andrew Lam is 
scheduled for Monday, Sept. 16, at the 
Agawam Public Library. 

Lam, the author of “Saving Sight,” 
will speak about his work in the operat- 
ing room and behind the mask to reveal 
the stress and joy of a job that enables 
him to turn darkness into light and in 
which failures can mean blindness. 

“T went to medical school and decid- 
ed to become an eye surgeon because I 
was amazed at what ophthalmologists 
could do to save sight. In my opinion, 
sight is the most precious of our senses, 
and I wanted to be someone who helped 
to save it,’ said Lam. 

Lam, a partner at New England 
Retina Consultants and an attending 
surgeon at Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield, attended medical school at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

In medical school, he witnessed cat- 
aracts removed in minutes and Lasik 
surgery that yielded instant, 20/20 
glasses-free vision. He later went on 
to specialty training in ophthalmology 
and retina surgery at the Wills Eye Hos- 
pital in Philadelphia, where he served 
as a chief resident and came up with the 
idea for his book. 

“T began to learn about these heroes 
whose inventions saved the sight of 
millions around the world. Their sto- 
ries were filled with all the elements 
of a Hollywood movie with courage, 
defeat, perseverance and serendipity. I 
couldn’t believe how few people knew 
about them and thought that everyone 
should,” said Lam. 

“Saving Sight’ profiles the stories of 
ophthalmology’s greatest heroes, the 
men and women who saved the sight of 
millions suffering from cataract, myo- 
pia, retinal detachment, macular degen- 
eration and other blinding diseases. 

Lam’s hero in his field is a British 
doctor named Harold Ridley. Ridley 
invented the artificial intraocular lens, 
which allows patients who undergo 
cataract surgery to see clearly after the 
operation. 

“Ridley got the idea for the artifi- 
cial lens after examining a World War 
II fighter pilot who’d been shot down.

The pilot had unfortunately gotten 
shards of his shattered canopy embed- 
ded in his eyes, but Ridley discovered 
that these pieces of plexi-glass were 
surprisingly inert and well-tolerated by 
the eye. This serendipitous encounter 
with the pilot later inspired Ridley to 
invent the first artificial lens, made of 
plexi-glass,” said Lam. 

For Lam, the most poignant part of 
Ridley’s story was the fact that the re- 
ception to his invention was so negative 
that it ruined his career. 

“He was ridiculed and ostracized 
by his peers. He’s my favorite hero 
because he endured terrible adversity, 
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but ultimately triumphed, to the benefit 
of all of us today. The book is full of 
medical underdog stories like this one,” 
said Lam. 

“Saving Sight,’ published by Irie 
Books, is available at Amazon.com and 
BarnesandNoble.com. The book has 
been an Amazon bestseller. 

“T didn’t think a lot of readers were 
likely to pick up a book about medical 
history alone. I needed to do something 
new and different to draw more readers 
in so I decided to blend the history with 
my own story as a surgeon,” said Lam. 

“To take the reader behind the mask 
and into the operating room to see what 
it’s like to save sight, or face a difficult 
situation, or fail despite trying your 
best. Readers of this book will see that 
surgeons are human and get a glimpse 
at the daily stress and joy that accom- 
panies the job.” 

Even though Lam became a surgeon, 
his true passion has always been study- 
ing history. At Yale, he hoped of writing 
books that could make historical stories 
that deserve to be more widely known 
more accessible to the public. 

A manuscript written before Saving 
Sight, a historical novel of WWII in 
China called “Two Sons of China,” will 
be released in December. 

Lam was born in Philadelphia and 
raised in central [llinois. He now lives 
in Longmeadow, with his wife and four 
children. 

“My passion for history originated 
with hours spent at our local library 
reading every nonfiction book I could 
find. Today, my children enjoy reading 
as much as I did and the Agawam L1- 
brary is one of our favorite stops,” said 
Lam. 

All proceeds from the sales of “‘Sav- 
ing Sight” at the Agawam library event 
will benefit the library.

Letters to the editor of no more than 
250 words from supporters endorsing 
specific candidates or discussing cam- 
paign issues are limited to three total 
per candidate during the election sea- 
son.

AGAWAM — Officials 
here announced last week 
that the town has adopted the 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency’s (FEMA) 
updated Flood Insurance 
Rate Maps (FIRM) effective 
July 16. The maps were ap- 
proved by the Agawam City 
Council on June 17 as part of 
the town’s ordinance, which 
amended Chapter 180 of the 
Town of Agawam Zoning 
Bylaws entitled “Article XII 
Floodplain Zone.” 

Residents with property 
located on FEMA’s FIRM 
maps in a flood zone des- 
ignated as a Special Flood 
Hazard Area zone A or V are 
required to have flood insur- 
ance. Flood zone designa- 
tions of B, C, X or D may 
not require flood insurance 
but residents are reminded 
to check with their lender or 
insurance provider. 

The FEMA FIRM maps 
are kept at the Inspection 
Services Department, lo- 
cated at 1000 Suffield St., 
and are also accessible at the 
town of Agawam’s website 
(www.agawam.ma.us) — uti- 
lizing the interactive Geo- 
graphic Information System 
(GIS), which has the FEMA 
FIRM maps to determine if a 
select property is affected.

Letellier agreed, saying she was “trou- 
bled” by the contract. She did admit that the 
arrangement is a good idea, however. 

Councilor Cecilia Calabrese, chair of the 
community relations subcommittee to which 
the ordinance was referred, said she spoke 
with Agawam Emergency Management Di- 
rector Chet Nicora who assured her there 
was no cost. 

“Chet said they haven’t charged other 
communities in the past for doing it,’ she 
said, although she also admitted, “He didn’t 
give me a good solid answer on that particu- 
lar issue.” 

“Can we have the contract amended to say 
what the charge is going to be or can we re- 
move that there will be a charge?” Letellier 
asked. 

While Councilor Robert Magovern said 
he is “100 percent in favor” of the ordinance, 
he also questioned the potential cost. 

“T would never sign — personally — a con- 


tract without knowing what the costs are,’ he 
said. “If there is a cost, fine, what is it?” 

Magovern went on to state that if there 
was no cost, that should be stated in the con- 
tract. 

“T can’t vote for a contract with an open 
phrase but I don’t want to vote against it,” he 
said. “I don’t want it voted down.” 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
said if there were a cost, the funds would be 
subject to appropriation by the council any- 
way, but that due to fluctuating costs — of gas 
and related expenses — it was unlikely the 
PVTA could provide the town with a figure 
to cover the 10-year period. 

But Bitzas remained steadfast in his sup- 
port of the ordinance. 

“What are you waiting for, a disaster to 
happen?” he asked. “An emergency is an 
emergency and even if there’s a cost... we 
should absorb that to save lives.” 

The issue was tabled by a vote of 8-1. Bit- 
zas cast the dissenting vote. Councilors Paul 
Cavallo and Joseph Mineo were not present 
at the meeting. The ordinance will appear on 
the agenda for the council’s Tuesday, Sept.

capacity, and our enrollment is flat,’ he said. 

The application is the first step in a long 
process to construct a new building. Sapelli 
said if it is denied, he will recommend seek- 
ing MSBA funds for renovation projects to 
“attack” the school’s needs. 


Meeting the student, taxpayer needs 

Cohen said now isn’t a good time to build 
a new high school since bonds that funded 
AHS additions still need to be paid off. The 
fiscal year 2014 budget shows that the total 
amount remaining — including principal and 
interest — is just over $1.2 million. The origi- 
nal portion of AHS was completed in 1955, 
with additions made in 1961, 1980, 1997, 
and 2001. 

The mayor, who is also school committee 
chair, said it would be “great” to have a new 
school, but added: “I’m not looking to put a 
large burden on our taxpayers.” 

Continued Cohen, “Something that Aga- 
wam is very good at — and I pride myself on 
it—is being able to 100 percent fully fund 
our schools and still keep our taxes low. And 
I’m going to continue to do that — but that 
doesn’t mean we’re going to stop working to 
meet the needs of our students. I think we can 
meet our students’ needs without building a 
new high school at this point — but some day 
in the future it will have to be addressed.” 

Based on costs for new high schools re- 
cently built or being built in surrounding 
communities — Chicopee, Easthampton, 
Longmeadow, West Springfield — a new 
school could cost between $50 and $70 mil- 
lion. AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said 
renovations could cost about $10 million. 


Maintenance staff keeps 
AHS in good shape 

Lemanski said the school is at the point 
where it requires major updates “to provide 
students with what they need.” He said the 
custodial and maintenance staff has done “a 
great job” of keeping up with things, “but 
there is only so much you can do with a 
nearly 60-year-old building.” 

When MSBA officials brought a team of 
engineers to the school they walked through 
the entire building to inspect such things as 
the electrical system and the boilers. Sapelli 
said the town’s diligence in maintaining the

school was noticed — and could be another 
reason for MSBA to deny Agawam’s appli- 
cation. 

“Tt’s a double-edged sword,’ said Sapelli. 
“On the surface, someone looks at the high 
school and sees that it was built in 1955. Then 
they see surrounding communities replacing 
schools that are newer than Agawam’s. We 
have such a great maintenance department 
—they’ve kept up, and they’ve done the right 
thing with maintaining the building. And 
MSBA saw that.” 

Lemanski said the high school build- 
ing isn’t obsolete, but new building codes, 
technology, energy efficiency, and updated 
federal requirements — such as the Individu- 
als with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) 
— have made parts of building outdated. 

AHS is meeting the challenges of the 21st 
century, said Lemanski, but with a building 
that was designed for the 20th century. 

“This summer we’ve been working to 
make the building wireless since more stu- 
dents use laptops and iPads — and we have run 
into some problems getting wireless signals 
because of the building’s design,’ he said. 

Added Sapelli, ““We’re delivering the in- 
struction, but every year it gets more chal- 
lenging because of technology needs. So 
we re making sure we have the school set up 
to access and deliver the latest technology.” 

To accommodate students in wheelchairs, 
the school’s auditorium soon will lose about

125 of 900 seats. Other issues include al- 
leviating hallway congestion and providing 
adequate ventilation in older science class- 
rooms. 

In one of the added wings, student lock- 
ers line both sides of the hallway — with just 
seven feet between. When classes change 
and students go to their lockers, hallways 
become overcrowded. 


Tackling school needs takes time, money 

Lemanski said the crowded hallway issue 
could be fixed by moving one locker bank 
to a wider hallway. However, the cost to re- 
move and reinstall the lockers is $300,000. 

Sapelli said that some of the school’s 
most pressing needs — such as upgrading the 
science wing or making bathrooms IDEA 
compliant — take time and money. “So we’re 
doing what we can as quickly as we can to 
bring the immediate needs to 
fruition.” 

Cohen said while there 
are certain items AHS “truly 
needs,” the main goal is to 
educate students. 

“Tt isn’t that our students 
aren’t getting what they need, 
it’s a question of whether or 
not we can do it in the most 
up-to-date fashion. Our stu- 
dents are learning and doing 
extremely well.”

Public hearings set for 
restoration of turnpike tolls 


REGION -— In accordance with legislation recently en- 
acted by the Massachusetts House and Senate, MassDOT 
has devised an implementation plan and scheduled public 
hearings for the restoration of private passenger vehicle tolls 
on the Massachusetts Turnpike (I-90) between Interchange 1 
(West Stockbridge) and Interchange 6 (Springfield/I-291). 

The public is invited to participate in the hearings to be 
held ahead of the planned Oct. 15 restoration. The hearings 
will be held in Lee and Springfield during the second week 
of September. 

The toll restoration is part of a comprehensive transporta- 
tion finance law passed by the legislature that will fund road 
and bridge and public transit projects across the Common- 
wealth. 

Hearing attendees will be presented with an overview of 
the toll implementation plan from MassDOT staff, have an 
opportunity to ask questions and to provide comment. In ad- 
dition, attendees will be able 
to join E-ZPass on site. 

The Frequently Asked 
Questions section provides 
ways to join E-ZPass or up- 
date your account, and to 
review the toll schedule. The 


toll schedule will be the same schedule that was in effect 
from 1990 to 1996 when the tolls were eliminated. 

While toll booth infrastructure and personnel are in place, 
MassDOT will be working until October 15 to revise the 
electronic toll collection software system and print new toll 
tickets used by cash customers.

By law, 
these funds cannot be spent on Turn- 
pike construction or maintenance east 
of Interstate 95/Route 128.
